For A General Faſt Throughout this Realm of England.

i Y erels it hath pleaſed Almighty God, after many years of Health, 
u and many great and miraculous Mercies affoꝛded to this King⸗ 
7 dom, to Utſit the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Places ad- 
jacent, with the Plague and Peſtilence, Which by the lpꝛeading thereof 
into ſcveralPariſſes,and other the remoteParts of this Kingdom, 
l' ms to thꝛeaten a general and moſt d2eadful Uiſitation 5 To the 
end therekoꝛe that Pzayers and Duppl:cations map every Where 
be offered up unto Almighty God foꝛ remodal ok his heavy Judg⸗ 
ment, and that lome Solemn dapes and times map be let apart 
fo2 the Perkoꝛmance of theſe, and other Religions Duties, His 
Majeſty is Pleaſed by the Advice of His P2ivy Council to Declare, 
8 and doth hereby Publiſh and Declare His Nopal Will and Plea- 
ſure, That Wedneſday nert, being the Twelfth day of this inſtant July, (hall be obſerved and kept 
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within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Places adjacent, as a day of Faſting and 
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Pumiliation: And Tulednelday th!x Weeks after, being the Second day of Auguſt, Hall ve ob 
ſerved and kept in ine manner in aul Parts of this Realm; and lo from thence foꝛwards every 
Firſt Wedneſday ok every Moneth lucreſſively, untilit hall pleaſe.Godto withdꝛaw this Plague 
and Grievcus Sickneſs. And that the Solemntzation of theſe. Dayes maybe with uch Oꝛder 
and Decency as is Requiſite, His Pajeſty by the Advice ok is Bilſhops, hath directed to be 
Compoſed, Pavliſhed, andÞPzinted;thefozm of luchP2ayers as His Majeſty thinks fit to be uſed 
mn all Churches and Chappels at theſe Publick Meetings, and allo upon Wedveldays in 
-very Week; and bath given Charge to His Biſhops to dilperle the ſame thꝛough the whole 
Kingdom: All which His Pajelty doth Expꝛelly Charge and Command, (hall be Reverendly 
and Devoutly Perfozmed by all his Loving Subjects, as they will anſwer to God-foz che 
neglect of fo great a Duty and Serviee, and upon Pain of being p2oceeded againſt as Wilful 
Bꝛeakers and Contemners ok this His Royal Will and Command. And His Majeſty doth 
kurther Declare, that upon all and every the laid days of Falting and Humiltation, there ſhall be 
a Collection made of the Alms and Charitable Benevolence of the ſeveral Perſons in the 
Reſpective Churches and Chappels then Aſſembled: Which Collection (Hallbe Paid unto the 
' of the ſeveral Dioceſes wherein luch Collections (ball be made, oꝛ tofuch.perſons as the 
Bilhops (hall appoint to Receive the ſame. And the Bilzops (all take care, that the Moneys 
lo Collected and Paid in, be in the firlt place _— to the relief of ſuch Places as (all be'Uiſited 
with the Plague within the Dioceſs wherein ſuch Collections (hall be made: And the Over⸗ 
plus, if any be, Mall be paid in to the Biſhop ot London, oꝝ ſuch as he (hall appoint to Receive 
the ſame, and be appled to the Pooz who are Sick and Uiſited with the Plague in London oz 
Weſtminfter, oz the Parts adjacent. And Laſtly, His Pajeſty doth Command, That the Re- 
ſpective Pꝛeachers on the ſaidFaſt days, do earneſtiy Erhoze the People in the ſeveral Pariſhes, 
to a fra and Chearful Contribution towards the Relief of their-Chziſtian Bꝛethꝛen, whom 
it hath pleaſed God to Uiſit with Dicknelſs.
